Union chiefs 
unite to 
end Labour 
division

Britain’s top three ’ union 
leaders yesterday sank their 
political' differences and issued 
an unprecedented public appeal 
for united support for Mr 
Wilson. They dm so on the 
ground that “forces opposing 
Labour are- regrouping and 

are now clearly preparing for 
an early general election M . 

Mr Jack Jones, the Transport 
and General workers* Union 
leader. Mr Hugh Scanlon, of 
the Amalgamated Union of 
Engineering Workers, and Mr 
David BasneCt, of the General 
and Municipal Workers’ Union, 
colled for emergency talks 
wish ministers and Labour 
Party leaders immediately after 
the Budget to write what 
amounts to a new election 
manifesto. 

The-union leaders, represent¬ 
ing practically half the nation’s 
30 million trade unionists, 
dearly fear that political uncer¬ 
tainty could topple Labour and! 
“sec .bode for a lifetime the 
prospects of socialism and 
working-class advance”. 

The surprise move was 
worked out at a secret meeting 
in London between the three 
leading members of die TUG 
General Council yesterday. 
Although the authorship of the 
statement is not being disclosed, 
it is believed to be chiefly the 
work of Mr Jones, general 
secretary of the TGWU and the 
Government's ' most ardent 
supporter. 

He told me last night: “The 
degree of disunity demonstrated 
last week «s an indication that 
something moat; be done to poll 
things together.” He left no 
doubt that he was referring to 
the'Commons revolt by MPs of 
the Tribune group. 

It; was, he insisted, an in¬ 
dependent initiative and the 
Government had not been con¬ 
sulted. The union leaders had 
acted as the three chief officers 
of the principal unions affiliated 
to the Labour Parly. 

A long joint statement freely 
disclosed the union’s anxieties 
wnd charted the path towards a 
rewriting of the 1974 election 
manifesto “in the light of the 
exceptional economic difficul¬ 
ties of the present period **.

That is plainly 
a reference to toe left-wing re¬ 
volt in toe Commons over pub¬ 
lic expenditure curbs and. Mrs 
Thatcher’s efforts .for rap- 
prodbemeht' witfr-the' unions. 

•' “Every measure will be 
taken.' every stroke will be 
puIledL to secure popular su. 
port to defeat Labour by appei 
ing to toe lowest common 
denominator of opinion ”, the 
statement said. 

“ Trade unionists want to 
ensure that toe gains secured 
for workers by the present 
government will not be eroded. 

“ Of course there are genuine 
differences of view as to how 
the crisis should be. bandied, 
but personal spleen does not 
help in resolving these differ¬ 
ences. It certainly is nor aur 
purpose to apportion blame in 
this situation.

Mr Healey rejects 
French blame for 
retreat of the franc

World currency markets were 
thrown into disarray at first 
yesterday in toe wake o£ the 

? re-dawn decision by toe 
reach to withdraw from the 
European currency block for 
toe second time in 26 too nth s- 
Tbe French move followed 
several days of intense pressure 
on toe franc accompanying toe 
rapid drop in toe external 
value of toe pound. 

Accusations that Britain was 
largely to blame for toe pres¬ 
sure that finally led to the 
French move were firmly re¬ 
buffed by Mr Healey, toe 
Chancellor, yesterday. 

He denied charges that toe 
Bank of England had delib¬ 
erately “ engineered ” the 
depreciation of toe pound in 
order id boost the trading com¬ 
petitiveness of British exports. 

This accusation was implied 
in a Brussels press conference 
given yesterday morning by M 
Jean-Pierre Fourcade, the 
French finance minister, sc 
which be explained the reasons 
for the decision to withdraw 
the franc. 

M Fourcade said that some 
countries—and he clearly meant 
Britain and Italy—bad been 
indulging in “ uncontrolled 
deval uation s ” undertaken 
principally for commercial 
reasons. He suggested that this 
was hardly in accord with 
Article 107 of toe Rome Treaty, 
which stipulates that each 
member state “ shall treat its 
policy with regard to rates of 
exchange as a matter of com¬ 
mon concern 

Mr Healey told his EEC col¬ 
leagues at their meeting in 
Brussels yesterday that toe 
forces which had caused sterl¬ 
ing to depreciate by about 5 
per cent in the last one and a 
half weeks were toe same as 
those which had dislodged the 
franc. 

The British Government, Mr 
Healey said, did not believe that 
it was practicable to maintain 
fixed rates of exchange so long 
as inflation rates differed widely 
from country to country, the 
market would eventually force 
adjustments, as had now 
happened in the case of the 
franc. 

M Fourcade claimed that 
speculative pressure on toe 
franc, and toe consequent drain 
on France’s reserves of conver¬ 
tible currency, had readied 
really damaging proportions 
only this month, as a direct 
result of sterling’s decline and 
toe flight of capital into toe 
‘ Deutsche mark. 

In the first two weeks of 
March; the Bank of France had 
spenr 8,000m francs’ worth of 
reserves in support of toe 
French currency, of which half 


was spent test Friday. M Foor- 
cade said this compared with 
toe 6,000m francs which had 
flowed out during the whole of ■ 
January and February. 

The large starling balances 
held round toe world meant 
that toe pound’s behaviour had 
a disproportionate impact on 
other currencies, and . this was 
a matter which needed further 
examination. M Fourcade said. 

On toe markets there was a 
growing fear toot toe Frendi 
move might be toe prelude to a 
complete disintegration of the 
European currency block. 

Two ocher participants were 
obliged to reaffirm to ear inten¬ 
tion of remaining witinn toe 
European currency block, popu¬ 
larly known as toe snake. Yet 
the West German Federal Bcttdc 
was yesterday forced to provide 
an estimated 500m marks - of 
support for toe weaker snake 
currencies as renewed pressure 
developed against them. 

Currency dealers referred to 
a polarization of currencies into 
two camps. Earlier It was 
announced that toe Belgium, 
Luxembourg and The Nether¬ 
lands were abandoning their 
own attempt to restrict cur¬ 
rency fluctuations under separ¬ 
ate arrangements within toe 
wider snake Mock. 

This block now consists of 
only West Germany, Tbe 
Netherlands, Belgium, Luxem¬ 
bourg, Denmark and two 
associate participants, Sweden 
and Norway. 

However, in banking cardies 
it was suggested tort toe Indus' 
rrralized world was now 
witnesting a long-overdue re- 
aEgnment of exchange rates. 

When toe foreign exchanges 
opened yesterday toe French 
franc promptly suffered a de 
facto devaluation of about 5J 
per cent against toe mark and 
about 4} per cent against the 
dollar; but by toe dose of 
trading this had been trimmed 
to 31 and 21 per cent respec¬ 
tively: The lira fell to a re¬ 
cord “low”, while the pound 
closed only 0.3S cent down 
against the dollar, at $1.9230. 

However, toe Bank of Eng¬ 
land appears to have provided 
a further 5150m of support to 
prop up the pound, ‘pus 
brings total support in a little 
under two weeks to between 
$900m and 51,000m, or around 
13 per cent of Britain’s foreign 
currency reserves. 

• Thus, the first of Britain’s 
loans from toe International 
earlier this year, and intended 
Monetary Fund, received 
to finance toe overseas trade 
deficit, . has already- been 
nearly exhausted. 

This fact would have sup¬ 
ported Mr Healey’s case in his 
defence of the part played by 
Britain in toe recent currency 
turmoil.

• Th e welfare system was the 
principal and “almost wilfully 
neglected ” cause of Britain’s 
economic difficulties. Mr 
Howell says he was presenting 
his pamphlet, Whp work? as 
a challenge to M Healey, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and the Budget should be 
judged by Mr Healey’s re¬ 
sponse. 

It had always been Parlia¬ 
ment's intention that a person 
receiving benefits should get 
less than the sum he had 
earned in wages. Bat, because 
short-term benefits bad been 
excluded from tax liability 
under the Finance Act, 1949, 
lhe law had ceased to operate 
as was intended. 

Since 1949 the income tax 
threshold in elation to average 
earnings had been reduced by 
more than half. The result was 
that virtually every unemployed 
person was entitled to a tax 
refund for at least the first 
few weeks of unemployment 
and usually for much longer. 

Tax refunds represented the 
biggest single factor tilting the 
financial balance for each 
worker in favour of repeated 
and often prolonged periods out 
of work, whether on account 
of sickness, unemployment or 
strike action. Tax-free, means- 
tested benefits, sach as rent 
rebates and family income sup¬ 
plements. were the second most 
important factor. 

“The dice today are heavily 
loaded in favour of idleness or 
minimum effort*^ Mr Howell 
says. “The dignity of labour, 
gride in a job well done, ambi¬ 
tion, self-esteem—all are at 
risk, and the cost, both social 
and economic, is incalculable.” 

He suggests a five-point plan 
to remedy the situation. They 
are to tax all income; raise the

By Roger Berthoud 
The failure of toe world’s 
greatest trading nations to' 
agree haw to manage trade in 
toe world’s principal food-grain, 
wheat, was deplored last night 
by Dr Eric Ojala, Assistant 
Director-General of toe United 
Nations Food and Agriculture

Addressing toe Trade Policy 
Research Centre in London, Dr 
Ojala said that with aggregate 
stocks of basic foods at their 
present inadequate levels, a co¬ 
incidence of'bad harvests in the 
main developing and developed 
regions would spell sev ere m ai- 
nutrition, possibly starvation, 
for millions of the world’s poor¬ 
est people. . „ 

Equally, bumper crops in-all 
regions would produce a sur¬ 
plus which would discourage 
export producers, leading 
straight back to insecurity. 

Measures to establish buffer 
stocks of basic foods were being 
held up, be said, mainly by the 
slow pace of toe current multi¬ 
lateral trade negotiatiohs under 
the General Agreement on Tar¬ 
iffs and Trade (Gatt). Serious 
differences persisted on the 
nature, purpose and manage¬ 
ment of toad stocks. 

In both toe Gatt talks and 
those of the International 
Wheat Council, toe main par¬ 
ticipants were the United 
States, the EEC, Australia and 
Canada, with Argentina also 
looming large. 

The technical problems of an 
international grains arrange¬ 
ment with reserve stocks were 
soluble, he said. But the politi¬ 
cal momentum seemed to have 
been lost In toe meanwhile, 
developing countries could not 
establish large enough stocks to 
provide security against major 
crop failures. 

Dr Ojala attached great .im¬ 
portance to toe first meeting on 
April 5 in Rome of FAO- 
sponsored Committee on world 
Food Security, an inter-govern¬ 
mental body 

The aim was to achieve an 
internationally coordinated net 
work of nationally owned and 
managed stocks, within an 
agreed general policy frame¬ 
work.

Interchange of views with 
EEC on trade relations 


Mr Tom Arnold (Hazel Grove, 
C) asked what initiative tbe Secre¬ 
tary of State for Trade was takin g 
towards tbe development of an 
EEC anti-dumping policy. 

Me Peter Shore—There already 
exists an EEC regulation which 

S rents the handling of anti-dump- 
’ cases and reflects the, Gatt 
obligations of the Community. I 
hare had conversations with both 
member states and members of the 
Commission on - anti-damping mat¬ 
ters. 

There is also an E SC Anti- 
Damping Committee of which the 
United Kingdom is a member and 
which provides a forum for.con.

Mr Arnold—Since a bout half of 
die anti-dnmping measures of the 
Community concern state tradin g 
nations, would not _ a lurilis 
attempt at joint policy buttress 
national efforts ? 

Mr Shores—-The position Is-that 
anti-dumping powers in relation to 
third countries remain with tins 
Government and with the powers 
of the British Government np to 
the summer of 1977. Therefore itjs 
■for us to take action daring tins 
period on our own account. 


But there is an increasing inter¬ 
change of views with the EEC on 
trade relations with the countries 
of eastern Europe. I have no doubt 
that anti-dumping policy amongst 
other tilings trill take the form of 
an evolving policy. 

Mr Peter Morrison (City of 
Chester.. C)—His answers on 
dumping have given the impression 
Oat a lot of discussions have 
taken place bnt there bas been 
no- action. 

Mr Shore—A number of actions 
are formally being investigated 
under our powers at tbe present 
time. By contrast, within the EEC 
where the dumping powers of the 
original nation states hare already 
been taken over by Brussels, there 
are only five cases under Investiga¬ 
tion. So by comparison I do not 
Think Mr Morrison will find us in 
any way behind. 

Mr Terence ffiggjns. Opposition 
spokesman on trade (Worthing, 
C)—Would the Secretary of State 
make sure that action is taken not 
only in respect of the dumping of 
goods but also in respect of the 
dumping of services. 

Mr Shore—The dumping of ser¬ 
vices is a separate question but it

The vast majority to residential 
owner ■occupiers would be unaf¬ 
fected by development land tax as 
most private residencies changed 
bands at current use value. 

The BiB embodied a number of 
Changes following extensive con- 
saltations by foe Government. 
Originally it was proposed that a 
hnfoa n d and wife should share a 
Single £5,000 <sesm>tion- Tbe 
Govermnent had decided that as a 
husband and wife were created 
separately for other development 
land tax purposes that (hey mould 
each have in normal circumstances 
their own exemption to £10,000. 

Some concern had been 
expressed on the possible effect to 
developraeot land tax on foe 
Sow to builders because foe tax 
would be chargeable at the com¬ 
mencement of a project. These 
fears had been exaggerated. In 
many cases builders would have 
bad to pay development value 
prices for foe land, so Mrde or no 
development land tax would arise 
from, the development itself. 

The builder would be aide to pay 
foe tax in eight yearly or 16 half - 
yearly instalments and ' foe first 
would not be due until 12 months 
after foe project was begun when 
foe builder was nicely to have 
received some benefit from his 
outlay. 


The amendment which the Oppo¬ 
sition would he moving, in tooting- 
development land tax to foe profit • 
realised from the development, 
showed a misunderstanding of the 
proposals. Development land tax 
was. not a tear on profits. It would 
rut he charged on foe entre¬ 
preneurial profit a hufider might 
make by reason of his gfrift as a 
builder. That would be left to 
other taxes. 

Under the Bill, HablliJy for de¬ 
velopment land tax would be 
deferred in the case of companies 
carrying out industrial develop¬ 
ment on their own land until it was 
sold or ceased to be used for that 
purpose. 

The Government proposed to in¬ 
troduce amendments at a later 
stage so that the deferred charge 
would not be triggered off wben 
there was tifaposalby way of sale 
or lease-back. The charge would 
arise if the owner subsequently left 
the property or ceased to use it for 
qualuyiQg industrial purposes. 

He also proposed to bring for¬ 
ward amendments designed to 
benefit primarily the developers of 
industrial estates in recognition of 
tbe fact that acquisition of tbe land 
may have been financed with bor¬ 
rowed money at high interest 
rates. Improvements and develop¬ 
ment work had to be carried out 
before the scheme could come to 
fruition. 

The Government had also been 
able to go a considerable way to 
meet the representations of foe 
charities, pa r ticularly the 
churches. Special provisions had 
been announced and foe Govern¬ 
ment accepted that foe charities 
were in a unique position. Tradi¬ 
tionally they provided services 
Which would otherwise have to be 
provided by central or local 
government. 

There was complete exemption 
from the tax on the realization of 
development land values on land 
held by charities on September 12, 
1974. Tbe tax would be deferred 
when foe church developed land 
after that date for its own pur¬ 
poses. 

The Bill would have little, if any, 
direct impact on the working to 
charities. To have completely 


exempted charities would have 
made them privileged traders in 
land and created a two-tier land 
market. 

The Government riew was that 
pension funds did not occupy foe 
same unique position as charities, 
and were closer in their day-to-day 
activities to the financial institu¬ 
tions. It was therefore reasonable 
that they should be treated In foe 
fame way. 

Traditionally pension funds were 
long-term In restore in. property. 
The tax would not impinge on 
investment for income and would 
Mot be levied when pension funds 
refurbished or rebuilt their proper¬ 
ties. Pension funds bad much expe¬ 
rience fn financing new develop¬ 
ments in cooperation with local 
authorities and there would be 
scope for this to continue. 

Pension funds bad not tradi¬ 
tionally invested for foe purpose to 
making development profits, but 
there had been instances Of them 
reaping large windfalls. When 
those occurred, it did not seem 
unreasonable tear they should pay 
the tax. 

One object of tbe Bill was to 
reduce the cost of land to local 
authorities and the Government 
proposed to do that by enabling 
local authorities to buy net of land 
tax which foe vendor would then 
be obliged to pay. 

Discussions about the form in 
which that should be done had 
been held with foe local authority 
associations and foe BIB contained 
the baric provirions which tbe 
Government bad as a result 
decided to adopt. 

The Bill would enable foe Inland 
Revenue to make regulations to 
supplement the statutory provi¬ 
sions, subject to annulment by reg¬ 
ulation in the House, to provide 
flexibility in the administration of 
foe system to cater for difficulties 
arising from people selling land to 
local authorities. 

The present depression in foe 
land market could not be laid at 
foe door of foe B31. It was due ro 
many factors. Including foe eco¬ 
nomic climate and foe general 
expectation of prices Inflated by 
record sales of a few years ago. 

By 1979-80 action under foe com¬ 


munity land scheme should pro¬ 
viding 25 to 30 per cent of theiabd 
builders needed. Private builders 
already held stocks which should 
on average be adequate for two to 
three years. 

Be accepted that any lax at 
whatever level would rave some 
effect on foe willingness of owners 
to sen but foe development land 
tax must be looked at as part of 
■ the overall community land 
scheme. The Government's policy 
bad a strong positive element in 
the duty of authorities to see that 
land needs >vere met. 

Nobody could have foe least 
reliance on what the Opposition 
did in this mauer. He hoped they 
would indicate t h e i r detailed inten¬ 
tions in spiie of his suspicions that 
whatever Siey said today might: be 
changed tomorrow. 

The Opposition suggested foe 
appropriate rate of tax was 52 per 
cent, but it appeared that there 
would be an infrastructure charge 
under faetr proposals. Tbe Opposi¬ 
tion most tell the Bouse and 
builders and developers what scale 
of charge they had in mind. 

The House needed to know what 
sort to charges were in mind 
before they could see bow the 
Opposition’s approach compared 
with foe Government’s in terms ot 
the effect on land supply. If 
buUdent had to pay i nf ras tru cture 
charges, they would not be able to 
pay so much for land. 

There was a generally recognized 
need for a special form of taxation 
on development value. It was also 
generally accepted that develop¬ 
ment gains should be charged at 
higher rates and that part of those 
gains should accrue to local com¬ 
munities. 

Development gains already failed 
to meet those requirements 
because they were built on other 
taxes whose structure was designed 
for different purposes. By con¬ 
trast, the Government's proposals 
had been carefuDy designed to 
meet those specific needs. 

It had always' been a major 
objective of foe Labour Party to 
solve tbe land question and foe BUI 
would make a substantial contribu¬ 
tion to settling it. 


Fear of crippling effect on pension funds 


Mr Timothy Raison, chief Oppo¬ 
sition spokesman on foe environ¬ 
ment (Aylesbury, C), moved: 
“ That this House, while accepting 
that increases to raid values result¬ 
ing from planning decisions should 
bear a special tax, nevertheless 
declines to give a second reading 
to a Bill which (a) Imposes a levy 
at a rate winch will serve only to 
inhibit foe supply to land, and (b) 
will ha many cases impose lax liabi¬ 
lities before profits or even returns 
from development can be rea¬ 
lized”. 

He safd that foe Conservatives 
would not be able to accept foe 
Government'a land scheme. Ever 
since tbe October, 1974, general 
election foe Government had- been 
hoolced by foe fact that they 
rushed out a White Paper about 
land which was not properly consi¬ 
dered and which had come up with 
a scheme which looked more and 
more disastrous. 

The attempt to boy support for 
foe scheme had failed, and tbe 
gloomy predictions about its effect 


tbe land supply and of develop¬ 
ment' generally. 

Tbe House Bpilders Federation 
had expressed the' view that foe 
result of tbe scheme would be a 
smaller industry producing only 
100,000 houses a year in the private 
sector. Since the White Paper on 
public spending showed that coun¬ 
cil bouse building would fall, that 
presented a serious prospect 

As a result of the measure, some 
£312 m net was expected to be 
added to public spending over foe 
next four years, and mat figure 
apparently did not include foe con 
of recruiting additional local 
government staff to operate it. 

The BQl was unacceptable 
because of foe basic SO per cent 
rats of tax and because It could be 
seen as foe first step in a move¬ 
ment towards 100 per cent confis¬ 
cation to development gain. That 
draconian approach bad been tried 
In 1947 and It failed, as total con¬ 
fiscation would always fall. 


Wbat Mr Dell bad said on foe 
question of deferment, the spread¬ 
ing of foe tax load over several 
years, was helpful. 

The fact that one was to be taxed 
or levied on a notional rather than 
a realized gain could produce great 
hardship and possibly bankrupt¬ 
cies. Nobody could be sure of the 
profit he would make on a de¬ 
velopment scheme. There was also 
foe case that this scheme might 
encourage freebooters, the sort of 
person who might be prepared to 
sake a chance and risk bankruptcy. 

He hoped foe Government would 
listen sympathetically to the case 
for malting concessions when gains 
were not realized In part or in full. 
Otherwise the whole notion of foe 
lew remained dubious. 

There was a particular problem 
for housebuilders. Was it right 
that there should be a special tax 
on those who were in the full-time 
business of developing and build¬ 
ing? Their position was different 
from that of people who made 
windfall gains on land. There was a 
strong case for treating them 
under ordinary company tax provi¬ 
sions. 

Another important principle was 
tbe case for allowing local authori¬ 
ties to buy net of tax. Clarification 
was needed on this. The local auth¬ 
orities themselves had considerable 
doubts about what die Government 
were proposing here. 

There was an appalling problem 
of assessments under foe scheme. 
All deemed disposals and pur¬ 
chases by foe community wotod be 
based on the gap between an 
assumed market value and a base 
value. This would pose a huge 
bureaucratic problem. It would 
also be increasingly difficult to do 
as the true market withered away. 

There were genuine fears dial 
district valuers would nor.be able 


ro have to go to lanaa tnouuaj» 
which- might be swamped. 

Pension funds, charities, and 
even nationalized industries would 
be seriously bit by foe derelop- 


ment land tax. As a nation they 
were trying in difficult circum¬ 
stances to improve pensions, and 
presumably trying to achieve some 
restraint in public expenditure on' 
social security. To take this view 
about pension funds which were, 
after all, in existence to relieve foe 
state of foe burden of looking after 
people in their retirement, was 
perverse to a degree. 

They would be crippling foe pro¬ 
spects of pension funds if they 
took foe approach proposed in the 
BHl because pension funds had in¬ 
vested heavily in property. 

The Opposition were vehemently 
opposed to foe 80 par cent rate of 
tax which was proposed. It would 
prove wholly damaging and was 
apparently only a prehide to a 100 
per cent tax. The 80 per cent rate 
would be lethal to housebuilding 
and lethal to industry recovery. A. 
figure wav below 80 per cent was 
needed. This wotod encourage 
people . to bring land forward 
rather chan to hold it. A con¬ 
venient and lower tax was the 
essence of the Opposition amend¬ 
ment. 

Mr Arthur Blenkinsop (South 
Shields, Lab) said t be Opposition 
were declaring, foeir support for a 
policy which led to some of the 
disasters in foe British economy 
and the utterly unjustified exploi¬ 
tation and proEt taking from 
which foe country suffered in 
recent years. It could well be said 
that some of foe present industrial 
tragedy was due to land specula¬ 
tion being regarded as so attractive 
that-it received far more attention 
than investment In Industry. 

The Implications of foe change 
in foe rate of tax was worrying. 
This was a concession since foe 
earlier publication oF intentions 
for foe Bfli. Far from softening or 
placating opposition to the BHl, it 
had just made people greedy for 
further concessions. 

Charities, whose work was wel¬ 
come, should be prepared to adapt 
foeir organization from time to 
time to meet foe declared policies 
and views of foe Government and 


country. The main charitable 
effort must be within foe confines 
that were broadly set by foe law. 
Charities should not have a right 
to become involved in land spec¬ 
ulation and the land racket as if 
foe means were justified by foe 
ends. 

Sir Derek Walker-Sotrilh (East 
Hertfordshire, C) said it would be 
nice to think that a fair, practic¬ 
able and equitable solution to this 
long deferred problem was in 
sight. Bnt in foe form in which it 
was, the Bin was more likely to 
continue than to correct the record 
of failure.- It failed to some extent 
in foe three main tests to fairness, 
practicability and clarity. 

The extreme complexity of foe 
measure would he another power¬ 
ful factor in diverting the energy 
of many people from production 
and administration to considera¬ 
tion and calculation of'tax at a 
rime when die country could not 
afford such an unrewarding diver¬ 
gence to effort. 

Mr Colin Phipps (Dudley, West, 
Lab) said font mere would be a 
diminishing amount to land com¬ 
ing on the market. The country 
was losing 50,000 to 80,000 acres of 
prime agricultural land every year 
to house development. That was 
scandalous when there were acres 
of derelict land which could be 
turned into first class feud for 
housing. Reluctance by agricul¬ 
tural landowners to make foeir 
land available could do nothing but 
good. 

Mr Arthur Jones (Davenny, C) 
said that it was necessary to pro¬ 
tect foe special position of fanners 
and growers against foe develop¬ 
ment laud tax, which! showed every 
prospect of soil further draining 
capital from the industry at a time 
when capital investment was 
needed. 

In the short-term, pressure of 
demand would exceed foe capacity 
of tbe housebuilding industry to 
meet it- Another bouse price 
explosion must follow soon 
through foe shortage of land 
caused by this legislation. 


Disturbing EEC car imports j Exports to Commonwealth 


The balance of trade in com¬ 
pleted. cars with the EEC had 
dedined dramatically since foe 
United Kingdom joined the 
Community, stated Mr Jeter 
Shore, Secretary of State for 
Trade, rt was a distorting: trend, 
he added. 

Hr John Stonehouse (WalsaH, 
North, Lab) -asked what were 
foreign car imports in numbers 
and value into tbe United King¬ 
dom for foe last convenient year ;

Mr Marten—As foe EEC share of 
our export market is dedining, 
whereas the Commonwealth share 
is not declining, and we have a 
wide balance of trade deficit with 
tbe EEC of £2.3S6m compared with 
£35m in the Commonwealth, 
should we not do everything we 
can to stimulate trade with this 
wider market of the Common¬ 
wealth and keep out of foe EEC 
currency snakeplt? 

Mr Shore—I am anxious to 
expand in all possible ways our 
trade with our Commonwealth 
partners. There are, of course, dif¬ 
ficulties which Mr Marten knows. 
Part of foe arrangements with foe 
EEC reduce foe opportunities for 
trade with Commonwealth coun¬ 
tries, particularly in food, but that 
is a feature to the common agricul¬ 
tural policy. 

Some possibilities exist with 
trade as a result of foe Lome 
Convention and those Common¬ 
wealth countries are within the 
ambit of foe EEC and can trade 
freely with this country and 
others. 


Mq Raphael Tuck (Watford, 
Lab)—Wifi Mr Shore get off his 
ministerial pedestal and tell us as a 

g ritate citizen whether foe gloomy 
gures just given by Mr Marten 
belie the great hopes expressed 
three and a half years ago when we 
joined foe EEC ? 

Mr Shore—I have no difficulty 
whatever ia reconciling my private 
and ministerial views on this ques¬ 
tion. Of course it is true those who 
so foolishly thought short term 
and large benefits would accrue in 
trade to Britain and foe EEC as a 
result of our membership have 
been shown to be lamentably 
wrong. 

Mr Gwilym Robert* (Cannock, 
Lab}—Will Mr Short accept that 
increased exports to foe Common, 
wealth and other areas is not a 
matter of price alone, but service, 
quality, delivery dates and so on. 
Wpnld Mr Shore not accept that 
the recent floating down of foe 
pound, which was contrived, was 
Ill-advised ? 

Mr Shore—I am not here to 
speculate about the downward 
movements of foe pound but it is 
inevitable that where differential 
rates of inflation take place there 
trill be exchange rate adjustments 
and those adjustments have cer¬ 
tainly bad the advantage, along 
with disadvantages, that they help 
to keep British exports competi¬ 
tive.

Embryology: Turning egg to embryo

A mutant amphibian which suffers 
from the inability to develop much 
beyond the egg stage has enabled 
Dr jamce Brothers, of the Uni¬ 
versity to Indiana, to take a signi¬ 
ficant step towards understanding 
how an egg become an embryo. 
Although both the male and the 
female parent contribute genes to 
the. offspring, the mothers genes 
alone control the first crucial 
steps in embryonic development. 
That is because tbe very first 
Stages are not controlled by the 
genes carried on the chromo¬ 
somes but by tbe body of foe egg 
cell, and that Is supplied by tbe 
mother who provides the egg, 
whereas the father’s sperm contri¬ 
butes only genes. 

What Dr Brothers has dis¬ 
covered is a protein, supplied by 
foe mother in the egg, that takes 
part in foe process of switching 
on foe egg’s genes so as to follow 
foe pattern of normal develop¬ 
ment. 

The mnmstt axolod fa larval 
salamander} she used to make 
that discovery docs not follow the 
normal pattern of development, 
but stops when it is still no more 
than a hollow ban to cells. The 


eggs Of the mutant animals turned 
out on biochemical analysis to be 
deficient in a substance called 
substance O, which seemed to be 
essential for development beyond 
that stage (the bias tula stage). 
YVbat Dr Brothers has done is TO 
determine precisely the point in 
time at which the 0 substance 
acts and to show foot foe genes 
which control much of foe rest 
of development are then switched 
on irreversibly. 

To determine foe time at which 
the 0 substance acts she transplan¬ 
ted individual nuclei from normal 
eggs at different stages to hlastnla 
formation into O mutant eggs from 
which the nuclei had been re¬ 
moved. The cell’s nucleus contains 
the chromosomes on which foe 
genes' ore carried and nuclear 
transplantation provides foe only 
vary of replacing foe cell’s own 
genes with those from another 
cell. Normally 0 mutant eggs 
would not develop beyond foe 
blastula stage but when nuclei 
from eggs fate on in blastulstion 
were introduced, subsequent 
development proceeded normally. 
Nuclei from earlier stages were 
ineffective. The 0 substance itself, 


Injected into mutant eggs in i 
form of cytoplasm, could ai 
overcome the block provided tl 
it was Injected at foe correa tin 
when the nucleus was receptive 
it. 

By similar techniques 
Brothers also showed foot once t 
genes have been activated th 
stay active and are passed on 
that state to the daughter ce 
when foe egg cell divides. 

One of the main difficulties cc 
fronting embryologists In comp] 
higher animals is thai ihey ha 
not yer been able to spedfv evei 
in development in terms’ of i 
action ot a particular substac 
or ser of substances on rttdiridi 
genes. In foe way that t 
molecular biologist, dealing wi 
tbe infinitely more simple bacter 
can do to a large extent. The 
subscance seems a good candid; 
. real progress in that area.

Yet it is still not" 
sufficiently recognized that 
ideas like world consciousness 
and the global village were 
first formulated by Marinetti. 

At Kettle’s Yard, Cambridge, 
a _ most imaginative exhibition.

arship, and since then has 
lived in Zurich and taught in 
Germany- Yet Phillips was 
always one of the most impres* 
sive English artists of his 
generation. 

There are four large pictures 
among those in his new exhibi¬ 
tion which are very good. They 
are called MosaikbOd although 
they are not mosaics so muchas 
grids of quite large squares. The 
pictures are composed of _ sev¬ 
eral images, highly realistic, 
drawn from magazines and 
advertisements; chocolates, pin¬ 
ups and cars predominate, and 
an image that has recurred 
throughout Phillips’s work, the 
tiger. These images extend 
over three or more squares 
and interlock like a puzzle. 

The grid has the effect of 
flattening- out the images by 
drawing attention to the sur¬ 
face of the painting, so that 
despite their photographic rea¬ 
lism they seem to have hardly 
any depth or illusionisnc 
space. Each picture resembles 
a large and very sophisticated 
multi-screen projection. 

This means that the images 
tend to be viewed almost 
literally simultaneously and 
these paintings of Phillips can 
be seen - as a very interesting 
updating of the concept of 
simultaneity, which in reality 
is as. live an issue today as it 
was in 1913, although Phillips’s 
techniques are quite different 
from those of Delaunay, Leger, 
or the Fncnrists. With the 
exception of Autmobilia, a 
“ two-screen ” painting on a 
double canvas. Phillips’s other 

f lain tings at Waddington are 
ess successful. There is a 
retrospective showing of his 
prints dating back to the early 
Sixties at the Tate outside the 
coffee bar. 

. Phillips, like another good 
artist of the pop generation, 
Derek Bo shier, was unaccoun¬ 
tably left out of Arte Inglese 
Oggi at Milan. But both artists 
have been included in another 
British Council exhibition.

On Sunday Sir Georg Solti 
finished bis current series of 
concerts with tbe London 
,ur Philharmonic Orchestra. They 
fy_ have shone out like good deeds 
in a not naughty but routinarre 
R . -musical world where, just now, 
,m symphony orchestras seem too 
terrified to perform anything 
except what their rivals are 
scheduling for the month before 
or after. 

Solti's programmes have not 
been revolutionary, but they 
made sense individually and as 
a series. Let us just hope that 
he will repeat rhe dose next 
season and that his colleagues 
in charge of other London 
symphony concerts will plan in 
a less home-sucking fashion, 
especially Kempe, Dorati and 
Haitink. Concerts ought to be 
exciting, not predictable. 

Solti ended his LPO series 
with Mahler's second symphony. 
He has conducted it often and 


recorded a gorgeous interpre¬ 
tation for the gramophone. 
This might have ranked as just 
another winning repeat, but it 
wasn’t. 

1 Solti has tbe special quality 
of every great interpreter that 
he can reproduce a long- 
thought-out interpretation as if 
he had only just discovered 
how the piece should go. With 
Mahler’s second symphony he 
works the miracle by doing 
exactly what the composer pres¬ 
cribed, because he knows pre¬ 
cisely why Mahler bothered to 
mention his particular wishes, 
and how they affect the impact 
of the entire symphony. 

The long first movement was 
unfolded with stunning imme¬ 
diacy, maximum attack in the 
opening declamations, sumptu¬ 
ously yearning violin tone in 
the second subject, and so on. 
Tbe Ldndler second movement, 
which Bruno Walter cossetted 
so deliciously, lopes along 
engagingly with Sold, even more 
amiably, memory declares. The 
Fish Scherzo sparkles but digs 
deep. 

Most of all this interpreta¬ 
tion makes sense in the finale. 
In the bad old days when 


Walter, or kune other Mahler 
enthusiast, stuck his neck out 
and conducted the second sym¬ 
phony, so-called enlightened 
opinion responded automati¬ 
cally that the finale consisted 
of disparate trifles, ill-flung to¬ 
gether. Solti welds the move¬ 
ment together quite naturally, 
with pauses when required, but 
seamlessly, bringing out the : 
connective thought. relating ir 
(one believes by hindsight) to 
the earlier movements, and 
building the symphonic tension 
to the close so cogently that, 
when the chorus sings “Ster- 
ben wirst du" and the final 
“ Auferstehen ”, any tone-deaf 
person must join in, and any 
lapsed Christian believe again 
in the New Testament. 

Not everything in Sola’s per¬ 
formance on Sunday was per¬ 
fect: the off-stage brass band 
dropped a brick, some percus¬ 
sion effects were too loud, one 
acceleration worked against 
Mahler. For the rest it was a 
performance so ' marvellously 
played.and sung (Heather Har¬ 
per and Helen Watts were the 
soloists) that one might have 
wondered why Beethoven’s 
Choral Symphony is so famous.

After a fine display of freshness 
and rhythmic acuity in a Scher¬ 
zo from Prokofiev’s Op 52, Gil¬ 
lian Spragg offered sensitive 
playing in the brief yet deeply 
etched vignettes of Schumann’s 
Waldszenen; the secretive " Ein- 
same Elumen ” and " Vogel-als 
Prophet ’’ w.ere especially touch¬ 
ing. Brahms's Klavierstucke Op 
118 are more stringently organ¬

vet fully motivated, the tone 
large and warm, particularly in 
the four Intermezzos where an 
acute feeling was evident for 
the composer’s highly character¬ 
istic textures. 


Jack Winerock unearthed less-

Winerock’s beautifully judged 
performance, nothing personal 
emerged from these passive 
echoes of Europe- They were 
instantly obliterated by Charles 
Griffes’s fiercely incantatory 
Sonata, published in 1921, a 
classic of US music. Here, too, 
the pianist displayed an easy 
agility, made a lovely sound, 
and then wenr on to show him¬ 
self equally at home with die 
blues-inflected melodies and 


pleasingly agitated' rhythms of 
Gershwin’s Preludes. 

Though now half a century 
old, Bartfik’s Piano Sonata is 
still a pugnacious work, and it 
suited Evelyne Brancart excel¬ 
lently, not least because she 
has tbe athletic technique to 
present its abrasively elliptical 
arguments with conviction. A 
large and well-varied group of 
erodes, from Chopin to Stravin¬ 
sky, confirmed her virtuoso 
accomplishment but also left no 
doubt of her musicaiity. Thus 
Liszt's Paganini Etude No 6 was 
all hard, dear brilliance, yet 
Miss Brancart also got dose 
to the poetic heart of his 
La Ricordanca.

The field for the National Hunt 
two-mile Champion Steeplechase, 
the second race at Cheltenham 
today, the first day of the three- 
day National Hunt festival, in¬ 
cludes four of the horses who 
took part in the same race a year 
ago. On that occasion Lough 
Inagh won by beating Royal 
Relief and Skymas- Tingle Creek 
brought up the rear-

Whereas Tingle Creek has never 
looked at his best at Cheltenham 
the rugged Royal Relief has 
always been in bis element there. 
This will be the seventh time that 
Edward Courage’s remarkable old 
horse has tried to win this coveted 
prize. So far he has been success¬ 
ful twice, second three times and 
third once, an enviable record. 
But it is difficult to escape the 
fact that Royal Relief was put 
firmly in his place by Lough 
Inagh 12 months ago. So at the 
age of 12 he may well have to 
play second fiddle yet again. 

Game Spirit, the Queen Mother's 
runner, usually lives up to his 
name. He will relish the condi¬ 
tions underfoot but there is 
reason to think that the distance 
of two and a half miles and not 
two is ideal for him. The Sun 
Alliance and London Insurance 
Group have sponsored two of the 
other races this afternoon and the 
Irish trainer Michael O’Toole is 
hopeful of winning both their 
prizes with ParkMU and Davy Lad. 
Both have good form but O'Toole 
is the first to admit that he will 
be much more confident if there 


had been much mote rain. In the 
circumstances neither he nor 1 will 
be surprised If Farkhm and Davy 
Lad are beaten by Strombolus and 
Forest King respectively. 

Strombolus, my selection for 
the Sun Alliance Novices' Hurdle, 
lias in feet beaten FarkbUl once 
already. That was la November 
when he was trained in Ireland by 
Paddy Sleator. Strombolus is now 
trained in this country by Pear 
Bailey for whom he has already 
won at Lingfield Park. He was im¬ 
pressive to watch there. Artifice, 
rested since the beginning of 
January, could be a danger over 
this distance bat Strombolus has 
not been overraced this season 
and is preferred. He looks a nice 
horse in the making. 

' The bandJcapper has given a 
clue to the posable outcome or 
the Sun Alliance Steeplechase. 
When the weights were published 
for the National Hunt Handicap 
Steeplechase, which will be run 
later this week. Forest King was 
given 3 lb more than Davy Lad. 
Together these two seem to stand 
out above the other 13 runners in 
their race. Forest King has not 
jumped a fence In public before 
this season but he has made such 
remarkable progress this winter 
that the handicapper felt com¬ 
pelled to give him as much as 
11 st 1 lb to carry in the Grand 
National. That was some compli¬ 
ment to a beginner. 

Forest King has now won nine 
of his last 11 races. After starting 
off in races confined to novices 
he graduated ro ordinary handi¬ 
caps and then went on to take a 
part In good handicaps, all of 
which he has taken in his stride. 
The distance of today's race is. 
shorter than Forest King has been 
accustomed to recently, but it 
should not inconvenience him. 

It is felt that the ground may 
not be soft enough for Davy Lad 
who won the Sun Alliance Nonces 
Hurdle a year ago. Davy Lad has 
done most of his racing in Ireland 
this season but he has won and 
been placed in this country. On 
neither occasion, though, (ud he 
put up a performance comparable 
with Forest King's victory in the 
National Trial at Haydock Park 
wbich he won by six lengths. 
Tobasco Time, who finished two 
and a half lengths behind Bannow 
Rambler in Ireland in February 
and the improving Tosco are the 
other two riiar J expect to see run 
really well. 

The Joe Coral Golden Hurdle 
final is a puzzle. Shinto. Prince 
Heigh, Orosio, Good Prospect, 
Kastnzp and Gran do King, ail ran 
in the race last year. Shinto did 
the best of them on that occasion, 
finishing third, and be ought to 
give bis supporters a good run 
again. He will be meeting Prince 
Elclgb. who finished just behind 
him last year, and Good Prospect 
on vastlv better terms. Prince 
EleJgh, Master Spy and The Bishop 
all seem to have much the same

sort of chance. Prince Elelgh beat 
Mastec Spy once by three lengths 
last season and is now 31b worse 
Off. while The Bishop will be meet¬ 
ing Master Spy on 91b worse terms 
chan when he beat him by seven 
lengths at Wolverhampton last 
month. Kastrnp has won this race 
before, bur on this occasion I 
prefer Shinto who will stay the 
distance without flinching. 

Dulwich won the Grand Annual 
Handicap Steeplechase two years 
ago and looks set ro do so again. 
When he was successful. Wild Fox 
was seven lengths behind him in 
third place. Wild Fox is one of 
his opponents again this afternoon 
but no better off. In January. Dul¬ 
wich finished second to Royal 
Relief at Ascot and he was an 
excellent chance of winning today 
on that performance. His recent 
race over hurdles at Newbury 
should have done him a power 
of good. 

There are 16 acceptors at the 
four-day stage for Thursday’s 
Cheltenham Gold Cup. Thev are :

Fourth horse

The second division of the Lang¬ 
ford Maided Chase at Southwell 
yesterday provided one of the most 
controversial outcomes of the 
season. Kathy's Boy came home 
Arts ahead of 5ybie and Bold 
Warner but all three had missed 
out the fourth fence from home. 
Clay, jockey of the fourth home. 
Shanty Syke. lodged a successful 
objection to the others on the 
grounds that they had not com¬ 
pleted the course. 

The stewards held a lengthy 
enquiry, which delated the start 
of (he next race by 25 minutes- 
Thev finallv decided that Sharny 
Syke. was the only horse to jump 
every obstacle in the race, and 
therefore placed Clay’s eight-year- 
old first, with no places adjudged 
to any of the ocher runners. 

The fourth fence from home 
was missed uut by the jockeys 
concerned because they bad seen 
two discs, one held by a St John 
ambulanceman in front or the 
obstacle. A badly injured horse. 
Band of Hope, wbo had broken 
two legs, was immediately behind 
the fence and the discs were to 
warn jockeys of the dancer. John 
Dovlc, the rider of Kathy's Boy. 
who was some lengths clear at 
the time. said. ” T bad to make a 
SDlit decision on whether to take 
the fence or not. I though I saw 
an official waring something as 
a warning not to jumn it. so I 
decided to by-pass It.” Doyle’s 
father. Dennis, who rrains Kathy's 
Bov. is considering an appeal. 

He said, “ I think the race 
should have been declared void by 
the stewards. Nobody seemed to 
know what was going on and 
whether the fence had to be 
jumped or not. If we had jumped 
it we would still have won the

The 
stewards decided that Delarum 
had taken Tudor Cheat’s ground 
and reversed second and third 
pladngs.

Sponsors make up coach’s loss of s

David Haller trill be Britain’s 
Olympic swimming coach at Mont¬ 
real this summer—but only as the 
result of private sponsorship to 
nuke up his loss of salary while 
absent from bis work as a swim¬ 
ming coach in Cardiff. 

Yesterday the Gnat Britain 
swimming committee received a 
final donation of £500 from David 
and Etch ells Furnaces Ltd which, 
together with sums given earlier 
by Speedo Swim-wear (£500), 
Peter Cadbury (£200) and Becken¬ 
ham Ladies* Swimming Club, made 
up nearly all the £1,500 which Mr 
Haller would apparently have had 
cut from his salary during 107 days 
coaching British swimmers. 

Norman Sarsfirid, the secretary 
both of the Great Britain com¬ 
mittee and tiie Amateur Swimming 
Association, proclaimed yesterday 


that Mr Haller was “ relieved and 
happy ” to accept the offers. 
Whether Britain’s most successful 
swimming coach, who motivated 10 
men swimmers to two gold, one 
sliver and five bronze medals in 
the 1975. world championships, 
feels tite cap in hand method of 
sending him to Montreal is digni¬ 
fied is another matter. 

Yesterday Mr Sarsfield ex¬ 
plained: " The Great Britain com¬ 
mittee rejected the proposal to 
make up Haller's salary because 
they did not want to create a 
precedent. The ASA never con¬ 
sidered it. Bat if the money bad 
not come in the matter would 
have been at the ASA’s meeting 
on Friday.”

From nineteenth-century village to successful second generation new town 


Needles at Redditch and, 
for that matter, hats at 
Luton, shoes at Nortnamp- 
ton and possibly, although 
not probably, boots at 
Wellington and books at 
Reading. My mother was a 
geography teacher, by acci¬ 
dent rather than design, and 
my father would contribute 
to her misery by quoting 
such useless pieces os infor¬ 
mation . cribbed from her 
notebook or overheard 
through a classroom wall. 

If Redditch was in die 
United States, It would no 
doubt proclaim itself on 
highway boardings as the 
<E needle capital of the 
world,”: or words to that 
effect. Redditch has few 
pretensions to grandeur. It 
strikes the visitor as one of 
those West Midlands towns 
where people seem to have 
settled because it was no 
worse than anywhere else. 


There is more to Redditch 
than meets the casual eye. 
It is one of the more suc¬ 
cessful second generation 
new towns with a surprising 
vitality tucked away on the 
new housing estates which 
lie hidden from the rather 
sad little Church Green, die 
core'of the old town and 
now designated a conserva¬ 
tion area. 

Redditch's success may be.- 
partly because its pro¬ 
ponents have tended not to 
hold grandiose ideas. The 
expected flood of promo¬ 
tional literature poors out 
from the publicity depart¬ 
ment; but on the whole - 
modesty and simplicity pre¬ 
vail. Hie new noosing is 
outstandingly good and pro¬ 
vides an instantly recognis¬ 
able sense of community. By¬ 
chance or forethought the- 
architects and builders have, 
somehow contrived to avoid 


the usual monotony. 

Care has been taken to 
preserve environmental 
assets like trees and 
streams. The local meeting 
places are clearly put to 
good use, neighbourhood 
shopping centres are small 
and inviting, and the Twain 
shopping precinct in the 
centre of the town, although 
unprepossessing from the 
outside is warm, comforting 
and attractive inside and 
greatly superior to most of 
them. On a bitter, dank Feb¬ 
ruary afternoon, which, was 
the worst time imaginable 
to see it, Redditch seemed a 
heartening success for in¬ 
telligent pl anning . 

The old Redditch grew 
some time in the nineteenth 
century from an inconse¬ 
quential village—it was 
never an agricultural 
centre—into an adjunct of 
the industrial revolution. 


The new Redditch was bom 
in 1964, the result of the 
failure by the Birmingham 
Corporation to reach satis¬ 
factory overspill agree¬ 
ments with the smaller sur¬ 
rounding .towns. In those 
days Birmingham was 
thought to : be threatened by 
its own prosperity. Unem¬ 
ployment was negligible, 
office- and industrial space 
was at a premium (compare 
the empty blocks which now 
stand in the Bull Ring), and 
the urgent need appeared to 
be to provide relief in the 
form or one or two counter- 
magnets to attract invest¬ 
ment and population 
growth. 

One new town in the 
West Midlands had already 
been designated at Dawley 
in Shropshire (now Telford) 
but; being basically a reha¬ 
bilitation project rather 
than one designed to cope

with - expansion, was experi¬ 
encing difficulty in attract¬ 
ing early private invest¬ 
ment. Birmingham, tradi¬ 
tionally independent and 
suspicions of Westminster,' 
was reluctant to concede 
the need to export jobs and 
people. The designation of 
Redditch was by way of a 
government fait accompli. 

The move -was not wel¬ 
comed locally, and relations 
with the district council, 
although improving since re¬ 
organization, have at times 
been difficult. The' low 
point came when the coun¬ 
cil raised objections to plan¬ 
ning permission for an 
office complex which would 
have housed the European 
headquarters of . a large 
American insurance com¬ 
pany. Although on the best 
of terms with the develop¬ 
ment corporation, the 
Americans refused to come 


where they felt they were 
hot wanted, and the missed 
opportunity still rankles. 

- The dispute appears to 
have -typified the distrust 
felt by many local authori¬ 
ties towards what they 
regard as autocratic, undem¬ 
ocratic corporations with 
privileged powers. Since the 
insurance company dispute 
two local councillors nave 
been coopted on to the cor¬ 
poration’s board and there 
is now a degree of coopera¬ 
tion, particularly on housing 
matters. 

Corporation officials evi¬ 
dently regard the provision 
of new bousing as their 
most important success. By 
the end of this year the 
total, since inception, will 
be about 6j500 units. 
Although the balance of 
about two thirds rented and 
one third owner-occupied 
falls short of the fifty-fifty 


-Hirr which Mr Jamies Ches- 
shire, the corporation’s 

cbairTnati, would h'lra to see, 
there has been encouraging 
participation by housing 
associations and an emphasis, 
rare in new towns,'on provi¬ 
sion for special groups like 
old people and single-parent 
families. 

The present population is 
about 50,000 and is expected 
to reach some 70,000 by the 
early 1980s. The concentra¬ 
tion throughout has been on 
low-density clusters or 
“beads”, linked by distrib¬ 
utor roads. There is attrac¬ 
tive open countryside to the 
south and west, despite its 
proximity to Birmingham. It 
lies outside the domain of 
the West Midlands. County 
Council, in 'Hereford and 
Worcester, which bestows a 
rural-sounding status. Like 
many new towns, it is 
bisected by a park, lying.' 


along die valley of the 
Arrow river, which will 
eventually contain a 28-acre 
lake; a golf course and more 
than 100 acres of playing 
fields. 

However, Birmingham 
and its surrounding indus¬ 
trial areas inevitably exert 
their influence. A large pro¬ 
portion of the population 
commute either to Birming¬ 
ham or to the British Ley- 
land -works at Longbridge, 
and Mr Chesshire feels no 
compulsion to make the 
town what be describes as 
an “ economic citadel ”, self- 
sufficient and independent 
of outside sources oF 
employment.

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Redditch-Development Continues on Schedule 


By careful exploitation of 
resources and investments 
Redditch New Town con¬ 
tinues successfully to ride 
the worst of the country’s 
economic storms and 
remains firmly on course in 
pursuit of the targets laid 
down in the ori^nal Master 
Plan. 

Nearly 12 years on since 
Its designation, Redditch is 
well situated to achieve its 
70,000 population target by 
the early 1980s. 

Within this period popula¬ 
tion has increased from 
32,000 to more than 50,000 
and throughout the 7,200- 
acre designated area all 
schedules have been met in 
providing the relevant in¬ 
dustry, housing, shopping 
facilities, schools,, roads and 
recreational amenities. 

About 8,000 houses have 
been built and 2,700 are 
under construction; 37 miles 
of roads have been built; a 
£} million sewage works put 
into operation; and 12 new 
schools and school exten¬ 
sions provided. 

The growing town is 
served by an exciting new 

shopping complex, in addi¬ 
tion to 35 shops m residen¬ 
tial areas and in the 
industrial sphere, too, there 
has been ■ remarkable 
progress. 

More than 240 factory 
units have been built to date, 
ranging from 400 sq ft 
workshops to Halford’s cus- . 
tom-built office/ warehouse 
accommodation of 350,000 
sq ft. 

In total the Corporation 
has now provided more than 
2} million sq ft of fa ctory 
accommodation, giving em¬ 
ployment to over 6,600 
people. It is the Corpora- 
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don’s aim to have built i 
million sq ft of factory space 
every year. 

In addition to those 
offices associated with fac¬ 
tories three office blocks 
totalling 100,000 so ft have 
been built in the town 
centre and at Ipsley Court, 
GKN (Contractors) Ltd and 
GKjN (Engineer^;?:) Ltd 
occupy 65,000 sq ft of offices 
in a parkland setting. 

The Second Phase of re¬ 
development of Redditch's 
town centre has recently 
been completed, providing 
the town with an exciting 
new shopping complex, 
combining a bustling out¬ 
door market area with 
totally enclosed and air con¬ 
ditioned shopping malls. 

The second stage of 
development, Worcester 
Square, comprises 32 units, 
including a 50,000 sq. ft. 
Super Woolworths. The first 
stage. Kingfisher Centre, 
provided 40 shops, includ¬ 
ing a 34,000.sq. ft. Sairu* 
bury’s, a public house and a 
restaurant- The main 
shopping level is linked by 
covered footbridge to a 620 
space multi-storey car park 
and, by lift, escalators and 
ramps to a 130 space car 
park for shop and office 
workers and to the new 
transport interchange com¬ 
prising bus station and taxi 
rank and adjacent railway 
station. 

Town centre 

The original town centre 
of Redditch, with its impos¬ 
ing parish church on the 

g reen as its centrepiece, has 
een declared a Conservation 
Area and will eventually be 


closed to vehicular traffic. 

An announcement on the 
town’s proposed new General 
Hospital is imminent and the 
County Council has provided 
a new health centre adjacent 
to the existing Smallwood 
Hospital in the town centre. 

Redditch’s greatly enlarged 
College of Further Educa¬ 
tion can now accommodate 
L230 students; work is pro¬ 
ceeding on the new 
Divisional Police Station and 
Magistrates’ Courts; and 
U n i tin g the old Church Green 
with the new shopping com¬ 
plex the new County Central 
Library provides the popu¬ 
lation with unrivalled faci¬ 
lities in this sphere. 

Redditch also boasts the 
country’s third ecumenical 
centre—shared by United 
Reform, Methodist and 
Anglican Churches—which 
has only recently been 
occupied. 

Amenities 

The town’s new Arrow 
Valley Park, totalling 700 
acres along the line of the 
River Arrow, includes a 28- 
acre lake, land for a golf 
course and more than 100 
acres of playing fields- 

Other leisure facilities in¬ 
clude the Sports Centre pro¬ 
vided by the District Council 
at the Abbey Stadium, and 
the Sports complex at the 
new Leys High School which 
is available to the public. 

Catering for culture, the 
Corporation modernised and 
refurbished the town’s 1913- 
built Palace Theatre and pre¬ 
sented it to the town in 197L 
_ Emphasizing the Corpora¬ 
tion's interest in providing 
adequate recreational farili- 
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Redditch’s recently-extended College of Further Education which can now 
accommodate 1*230 students.

Since 1964 the Corporation 
has buQt 4,200 houses for 
rent and the District Coun¬ 
cil 610.

The new estates are 
linked, like beads, on new 
distributor roads round the 
periphery of the old town 
of Redditch and each is 
saved with its own shopping 
and community centre, 
schools, etc. Attractive land¬ 
scape features are provided 
at the centre of each housing 
estate and the provision of 
sheltered accommodation for 
the aged and specialized 
bousing for the handicapped 
features high on the Corpor¬ 
ation’s list of priorities. 

In addition, the Society of 
Friends has provided accom¬ 
modation and a meeting hall 
for single par era families on 
the Match borough Estate 
and on the town’s newest 
estate. Church Hill, tbe 
YMCA is to manage 60 fur¬ 
nished fiats on behalf of the 
Development Corporation as 
well as providing a social 
and recreational centre of 
420m 3 .

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As Turkey 

simmers, will the army 
move in?

Whenever things go political); 
wrong in Turkey, the question 
that always crops up is, when 
will the military step in? At 
the moment the dangerous 
[symptoms are there: clinging 
to power through its four-party 
coalition, the government lacks 
'■the necessary punch; political 
polarisation is reflected all to o 
vividly in parliamentary 
antics; urban terrorist groups 
■seem to be proliferating; and 
student violence has erupted 
■anew. 

Looked at against the trou- 
' bled backdrop for Turkey, on 
, the international scene, with 
the problems of Cyprus, estran¬ 
gement from the United States 
and the continuing conflict 
with Greece, it is not an 
encouraging picture, to which 
might be added an annoying 
financial scandal involving the 
nephew of Mr Suleyman 
DemireL. , wfaich the Opposition 
• i s using to the best of its 
•advantage in an effort to tar* 
nish the name of the Prime 
Minister and further under¬ 
mine his government. 

Clearly, many sober-minded 
Turks recognize in the present 

- situation, some of the elements 
that led to the Army’s inter- 
vention in politics id March, 
197L For, although Mr 
OemirePs record '■since he 
manoeuvred his way back into 
office with his “ National 
Front” government last April 
is grossly ■ distorted by his 
political enemies, the situation 
in the country is anything but 
stable. But, the fact remains 
that the army appears in no 
hurnr to move. 

Whether this is the result of 
a confidence that things will 
eventually sort themselves out, 
or that the generals (whose 
role in Turkish politics has tra¬ 
ditionally been that of guard¬ 
ians) calculate that on inter¬ 
vention at this stage would 
risk burning their fingers, is 
not clear. But the army’s deci¬ 
sion to remain aloof means 
that the fist fights and slang¬ 
ing matches in Parliament 
spread to the university cam¬ 
puses—as they already have— 
and Mr Denurel and his arch 
opponent, Mr Buie nr Ecevit, 
will engage in their test of 
wills. 

- So far Mr DemireL, whose 
return after the army forced 
him out in 2971 was something 
nf a surprise, has stood his 
around in the face of a relent¬ 
less attack by Mr Ecevit and 
his colleagues. His Justice 
Party, the dominant member in 
the four-party right-of-centre 
governing coalition, held its 
own. if it did not gain some 
ground in the recent senate 
election, to the disappointmenr 
of Mr Ecevifs Republican Peo¬ 
ple’s Party. And his success in 
bulldozing through his budget 
just over a week ago despite a 
determined Opposition cam* 
paign, gave the government 
something akin to a new lease 
of Kfe. 

However, many concerned 
Turks fear that this tussle is 
ultimately at the expense of 
the country. The economy 
remains the maior problem 
faring any Turkish administra¬ 
tion, and with a balance of 
trade deficit of £1,200m last 
year, continuing 20 per cent 
inflation and high rate of un¬ 
employment, much more than 
political posturing is called 
for. Supporters of Mr Ecevit 
maintain that his social demo¬ 
crat approach to the country’s 
problems offer the best solu¬ 
tion and that the old style con¬ 
servatism of Mr Demire! and 
the juggling and political com¬ 
promise that is needed to keep 
his coalition together will not 
allow fnr a solution to urgent 
problems. 

Undoubtedly the coalition 
■ docs have certain limitations. 


With the vital 48 votes it com¬ 
mands in the Chamber, the 
National Religious Party of Mr 
Necmettin Erbakan must be 
taken into consideration by Mr 
Demirel on all key issues— 
sometimes t limiting his 
manouervrabQity- • 

However, there- are other 
events taking place in Turkey 
which to many suggest that 
time is the one thing that the 
political leadership can ill 
afford. The martial law period 
of 1971-73 revealed the extent 
of the inroads made by the left 
in Turkey and the fact that 
there were those who were 
prepared to resort to urban 
warfare to ensure radical 
change. Hut this situation has 
not changed basically since the 
amnesty granted by the Ecevit 
government for political pri¬ 
soners (said to number 4,000 
during the martial law round¬ 
up) has been shown during the 
past year. Hardly a week goes 
by without reports of revolu¬ 
tionary and terrorist cells, 
with caches of weapons, being 
uncovered by the security 
forces. 

Mr Demirel and others on 
the political right have blamed 
this phenomenon in Turkey on 
the work of international 
communism—a view which the 
Government says is shared by 
the military members of the 
National Security Council. Cer¬ 
tainly the underground Com¬ 
munist Party has made known 
its intention of pursuing an 
“activism” campaign and the 
many Maoist and Marxist 
groups undoubtedly have links 
with the already established 
international terror networks. 
Among those captured recently 
smuggling arms—including 
rockets and rocket launchers—- 
in Turkey was a Palestinian. 
But clearly there is a coherent 
radical -element in the country 
which is determined to have 
its say. 

Chi this score the Ecevit 
camp points to what it describes 
as the period of tranquility 
of the RPP rule-—proof, it 
eays, of the fact that in its 
“ progressive n policies lie the 
cure to the ills facing Turkey 
at the moment- However, what 
does remain unclear is josr 
how far the ultra-left would be 
willing to be spoken for by Mr 
Ecevit in the long term. 

The fact remains, though, 
that in the foreseeable future 
the going will be tough in Tur¬ 
key. As much was made dear 
when the recently reactivated 
universities experienced a new 
wave of student violence with 
the political battle being taken 
to the campuses and trouble 
evolving into something even 
wider. Mr Demirel has said in 
the post th&t if the situation 
demanded it, martial law on a 
limited scale would be reim- 
posed—as it was in Ankara, 
Istanbul and two other pro¬ 
vinces at die beginning of last 
year. And from the wings the 
military, the guardians of Atta¬ 
in rids heritage, will be watch¬ 
ing.

The recent history of the Amal¬ 
gamated Union of Engineering 
Workers, which I have 
regularly and frequently 
chronicled here, is extra¬ 
ordinarily encouraging to those 
who believe with Burke that 
“ when bad men combine, the 
good must associate”. For in 
the AUEW the good men 
actually have associated, and by 
assiduous and unswerving effort 
have gradually prised loose the 
closing grip of a tiny and un¬ 
representative political minority 
that had come very near indeed 
to capturing that huge organ¬ 
ization for causes profoundly 
i n imical to the interests not only 
of the union itself but of the 
country as a whole ; that is why 
I have described die bitter fight 
as the fight of men determined 
that their union shall noc be 

stolen from its members. 

The executive council of the 
union has already got a majority 
of moderates on it; gradually, 
because of Che use of the direct 
postal ballot, which is now 
employed for almost all the 
i union’s elections, more and 
more regional and other posts 
are being gained, or more easily 
held, by moderates. These men 
fight hard for improvements in 
their members’ pay and con¬ 
ditions; no employer who has 
ever found himself negotiating 
a new pay-deal with John Boyd 
and his fellows is in any doubt 
about whose interests they are 
representing. But they combine 
economic toughness with politi¬ 
cal moderation ; they are demo¬ 
crats all through, which indeed 


The angry 
men of 
the Iceland 
Patrol 

The Iceland Patrol, the roman¬ 
tic sounding chore now being 
undertaken by the Royal Navy 
to help British trawlers in the 
“cod war”, is anticipated with 
enthusiasm only by those 
officers and men who have no 
experience of it. After a month 
in Icelandic waters they may be 
numbered among the most 
frustrated and angry men in 
the service. 

Apart from the dangers of 
what has been called ** the 
dance of death ’’ between Ice¬ 
landic gunboats and Royal 
Naval frigares, men on their 
second run know they can look 
forward to icy winds, snow, 
and rough seas which keep 
many of them cooped up 
below, sometimes for days at a 
time. When the weather is rel¬ 
atively calm, an hours in tem¬ 
peratures which, in the past 
months, have fallen to below 
minus six degrees Centigrade, 
is quite long enough. But real 
frustration springs from the 
role of the Navy as guardian 
of an often ungrateful ward- 

Each frigate, with its crew 
of 250 upwards, is an extre¬ 
mely effective figh ting unit, 
but the Iceland Patrol, even in 
the most generous interpre¬ 
tation, does not come within 
the realm of modern naval 
warfare: playing nursemaid to 
fishing boats is a thankless 
task for which a Royal Naval 
frigate and its crew are nur 
fitted, physically or tempera¬ 
mentally. 

Every sailor, from the cap¬ 
tain downwards, knows that 
months of frayed nerves, sleep¬ 
less nights and mounting frus¬ 
tration could be eliminated 
with one salvo from the for¬ 
ward turret. He also knows 
that such a solution is politi¬ 
cally unacceptable—but ibis 
does not prevent the feeling of 
all concerned that if 'hev have 
to protect somebody then it 
might as well be from a real 
enemy.

is why the members, from the 
moment the postal ballot was 
instituted, have been electing 
them. 

Which brings me to the pre¬ 
sent round of AUEW elec¬ 
tions, in which ballot papers 
have just gone oilr; they muse 
be returned by March 29. 
These elections are for a wide 
variety of posts, some of which 
are of great importance in the 
union’s structure; others are 
no less so by virtue of the 
identity and political position 
of the candidates. As I have 
so frequently done before, 
therefore, Z intend today to 
Survey the ground, and to give 
details of toe rival candidates 
for some of the more signifi¬ 
cant positions. I know that 
such a service, in this news¬ 
paper and the others which 
have done the same thing, has 
been found useful by many 
AUEW members who have no 
other simple way of knowing 
which of the candidates before 
them are the. moderates and 
which are members of, or 
supported by, the Communist 
Party and the other far-left 
organizations. The effective¬ 
ness of this particular kind oE 
publicity is demonstrated even 
more clearly by. the fury it 
arouses in the communists and 
their allies, knowing as they 
do that the union’s members 
will rarely vote .for a com¬ 
munist if they have the oppor¬ 
tunity to vote for a democrat. 

Ic is pleasant to be able to 
start by dismissing from such 
calculations the election for the 


vacant seat on the executive 
council, that of division no 2; 
the vote here i£ a "runoff” 
between the two leading candi¬ 
dates from the first round, held 
last year, in which the com¬ 
munist was eliminated, leaving 
two moderates for the mem¬ 
bers to choose between, with 
no danger that a split vote will 
let the enemy in. But of almost 
equal importance is the struggle ‘ 
for the pose of assistant general 
secretary. This is between two 
very powerful, and powerfully 
supported, candidates. The 
moderates’ choice is the inaptly- 
surnamed John Weakley, the 
man who was formally respons¬ 
ible for saving the postal 
ballot, for it was he who -went 
to the High Court when. In a 
complex manoeuvre, the 

enemies of the postal ballot had 
momentarily succeeded in 
reversing the decision to insti¬ 
tute it. 

John Weakley is challenged 
by It W. (“Bob”) Wright. 
Wright ran against John Boyd 
in the election for the muon’s 
general secretaryship, and-was 
very heavily defeated; that con- ■ 
test was the first to show bow 
efficacious the postal ballot 
could be. Later, Wright lost 
his seat on the executive coun¬ 
cil, and this ejection must be 
bis last effort to regain a posi¬ 
tion of influence in the union. 
He is not himself a member of 
the Communist Party, but .he 
has long been treated by the 
party as their standard-bearer, 
and they put enormous efforts 
into supporting Ids earlier can¬ 


didatures. This vacancy, inci¬ 
dentally; is caused by retire¬ 
ment- of the previous assistant 
general secretary, and may have - 
to be followed by a deader 
later in the' year, as there are 
-14 candidates in aH; but there 
can be so doubt that the real 
fight is between Wealdeyaad.

One of the reasons why the 
Liberals are in such a tangle 
over their leadership is the gap 
between the parliamentary 
party and the party in the 
country. That is why they have 
been caught in the throes of 
changing their procedure for 
electing the leader. The parlia¬ 
mentary party has been forced 
to concede, with varying de¬ 
grees of apparent enthusiasm, 
that the electoral college should 
be broadened. This means that 
the effective choice, give or 
take a few checks and balances, 
will in future rest with the 
party in the country. But the 
transition has not yet been 
accomplished either formally or 
psychologically. 

Until the constitution is 
amended the only body with 
the right to change the leader, 
or to confirm him In office, is 
the parliamentary party. But 
now that the principle of a 
wider electoral college has been 
generally accepted, it wtrald be 
impossible for Liberal MPs to 
exercise their prerogative in its 
dying days without creating 
deep resentment—unless they 
could be sure that they were 
simply giving effect to what 
most members of the party 
wanted. 

The difficulty about that is 
til at the MPs and the party 
activists do not for the most 
part seem to have reacted to 
the present crisis in the same 
way. Nor have the MPs come 
fully to terms with their dimi¬ 
nished role in choosing the 
leader. 

It is the MPs who have been 
malting the running with de¬ 
mands for an early election. 
Some of the activists have 
taken up the cry but ft is the 
MPs who have been seeking a 
"resolution of the crisis” with 
the greatest urgency. What most 
of them mean by this is a new 
leader, and qnlckly too. There 
are a number of reasons for 
this demand. Dissatisfaction

The logic of this reasoning is 
not altogether clear. The one

The Jatesr tn disappear from 
service was the Southern-owned 
Russell Court, a predominantly 
plate-glass building which, until 
three bombs exploded early 
yesterday, was the only luxury 
hotel in the city still taking 
guests. 

Its predecessor as media 
base, the Euro pa. finally suc¬ 
cumbed after its thirtieth bomb 
attack last December, and an¬ 
nounced an indefinite closure 
of all its rooms. Only its res¬ 
taurant and bar remain open 
among an army of construction 
workers patching-up the 
million-pound damage. The 
Times nas the dubious distinc¬ 
tion of being the only remaining 
newspaper with a full-time 
office inside the hotel. 

Other city centre hotels which 
have shut in recent months have 


been the International and the 
Royal Avenue—a favourite 
with press and television per¬ 
sonnel during the early days of 
rfae present Troubles. The Mid¬ 
land no longer takes guests 
and the Grand Central, once 
Belfast’s best, has long been 
converted into army barracks. 

That leaves the Wellington 
Park as rhe only hotel near the 
centre, although a few remain 
unscathed (and heavily- 
booked) on the more peaceful 
outskirts. In Londonderry the 
story is the same. The two main 
central hotels, the City and the 
Melville, are destroyed and 
being used as carparks. 

But optimism lives on, and 
only last week a local business¬ 
man opened a sumptuous new 
hotel on the banks of the River 
Foyle. Not everyone thinks he

President Giscard, in his pre¬ 
vious incarnation as finance 
minister, experienced at first 
hand most of the international 
monetary crises of the period 
since 1968 and was .closely 
involved in the International 
Monetary Fund negotiations lead- 
.ing up to the general acceptance 
of floating exchange rates. It is 
surprising to the point of being 
incomprehensible that, with this 
experience, he should have 
chosen to place his reputation on 
such a forlorn hope as that the 
franc and the mark should long 
be able to float together against 
the dollar. 

_ From this .episode, two conclu¬ 
sions should be - drawn. The first 
is that; although floating 
exchange rates are well suited to 
the volatile world economic situa¬ 
tion in which we find ourselves, 
there is still need for inter¬ 
national cooperation between 
monetary authorities. 

There is no justification from 
the events, of the past ten days 
for saying that‘ any major 
country has.begun to indulge in 
competitive devaluation of the 
sort thatwas so damaging 
between the wars. The French 
claim that the British are push¬ 
ing sterling down in order to 
“ export unemployment” has the - 


ring - of political frustration. 

There is, nevertheless, a real 
danger that such cutthroat com¬ 
petition could develop,.if central 
banking authorities do not 
preserve and strengthen the rules 
which should govern their open 
market support - operations. 
These, in turn, should be very, 
clearly, confined to “ smoothing ” 
market trends and countering 
purely psychological factors. 
They should not in. present cir¬ 
cumstances extend to de facto 
fixing of exchange rates. 

The'.second conclusion is. that, 
those concerned with the future 
development of the EEC must 
abandon the notion that progress 
towards the next stage of Euro¬ 
pean political unity can be made 
with monetary union as the stalk¬ 
ing horse. The theory has been 
that, in order to maintain stable 
exchange -rates between Euro¬ 
pean. currencies, politicians and 
central banks would be con¬ 
strained to follow convergent 
economic policies. Not once, but 
time after time, the theory has 
been found wanting at its first 
test. The vain attempt to promote 
European unity in this way has 
consumed damagmgly large 
quantities of political capital and 
- good will. If those who point this 
out are called “ bad Europeans J \ 
while self-styled “good Euro¬ 
peans ” 1 continue to define ad¬ 
vance in' terms of the unachiev¬ 
able, there will be ho advance. 
The right course must he to put 
the horse in front of the cart 
and tx> build on the basis of poli¬ 
cies that can be both agreed and 
achieved.

However, the momentum of 
the Soviet build-up is now out of 
proportion to all peaceful needs 
and is causing legitimate con¬ 
cern.

So far the 
balance is precariously satisfac¬ 
tory in so far as it matches Soviet 
quantity with western quality 
and provides a level of risk ade¬ 
quate to deter aggression. More¬ 
over, the relative decline in west¬ 
ern strength has been partly 
checked in the last twelve months 
or so. On the other hand thirty 
years of peace and a lot of ill- 
informed assumptions about 
detente have diminished public 
awareness of the vital role of the 
military balance in maintaining 
peace and providing a basis for 
negotiation. Stimulation of 
informed public discussion on • 
this - topic can dp nothing but 
good.

Professor Scarisbrick’s own 
figures, demonstrate that the birth 
rate continues to decline, _ despite 
the fading number of abortions. He 
must recognize that if. he series to 
compel women to bear children 
aeauist. ihor expressed wEB, pro¬ 
hibiting abortion w3 not produce 
the desired effect. If this nation 
wishes to curb the decline in the 
birth rate It must do so brereating 
conditions in which women choose 
to have sufficient children to main¬ 
tain a stable population, preferably 
smaller than at present. 

Professor Scarisbrick and his 
organization are opposed to abortion 
for moral reasons and they should 
be prepared to ler their case stand 
or fall cm tins basis.

Farm tenancies 

From Mr W. S. Cave 
Sir , The Agriculture Bill now before 
Parliament will give a legal right 
to certain relatives to inherit the 
tenancy of a farm—albeit with some 
safeguards to ensure a reasonable 
degree of competence. 

Those entitled to inherit include 
adopted sons or daughters but make 
no mention of a common law wife 
or natural children Thus an 
elderly tenant farmer without 
children could ask for and no doubt 
obtain a considerable sum for 
adopting a well qualified would-be 
farmer. This, however, is a minor 
point. Far more important is 
whether the new law will com¬ 
pletely dry up the number of farms 
becoming available to let as in fact 
fbe Rent Acts have already done 
with houses to let 

This is already happening. Some 
landowners are letting their farms 
to limited companies in which they 
hold SI per cent of the shares so 
that they can wind np the company 
if and when they wish to do so and 
thus get vacant possession of the 
farm. In effect this is almost 
identical with the system of share 
farming practised in many parts of 
the United Stales. 

If we want an efficient low-cost 
agriculture we should remove some 
of the restraints which retard devel¬ 
opment and the most serious of 
these is the present law on tenancies 
which automatically turns a lease 
for a fixed term of years into an 
annual tenancy. This discourages 
landlords from letting a farm to a 
limited company (in which he has 
not got a 51 per cent interest). 

If .a fixed term lease were pos¬ 
sible I am sure, it would be much 
easier for an individual efficient 
fanner or farming companies to 
expand and squeeze out the ineffi¬ 
cient whereas the proposals in the 
new Bill will have the reverse 
effect.

[Judgment delivered March 10] 

His Lordship refused an applica¬ 
tion by the Union of India to be

Sugar sales 
to Russia 
upset market

Conflicting reports about the 
amount of -raw sugar bought 
from the Philippines by the 
Soviet Union upset the London 
sugar market yesterday. 

According to the government- 
owned Philippine Exchange 
Company, the sale toralled 
400,000 tonnes, as reported in 
Business News yesterday. But 
Prodintorg, the Soviet import 
and export organization, said 
that only 200,000 tonnes had 
been bought ** and not a 
gramme more”. 

The London market had 
opened below Friday after¬ 
noon’s levels of £186 a long ton 
For May and £185 For August 
and the Moscow statement 
caused the market to edge still 
lower.

Hopes of spending revival dimmed 
by decline in retail sales 


By Tim Congdon 
Retail sales declined in 
February. The volume of sales 
was more than 2 per cent down 
from the January level, accord¬ 
ing to provisional figures re¬ 
leased yesterday by the Depart¬ 
ment of Industry. 

The fall contradicts sug¬ 
gestions that a revival of con¬ 
sumer spending may be about 
to begin. It also implies that 
the high rate of personal sav¬ 
ings, .which has been largely 
responsible for the recession, 
is continuing. 

Consumer spending Is being 
closely watched at present for 
signs that the relaxation of hire 
purchase restrictions by the 
Chancellor in December may 
encourage a burst of expendi¬ 
ture on consumer durables 
If such expenditure did 
develop it would add to demand 
in the economy and might help 
bring the recession to an end,. 

The Department of Industry 
notes that the comparatively 
high level of retail sales in 
January may have been due to 
strong interest in “sales” and 
some response to the easing of 
hire purchase restrictions- The 
decline in February may be to 
a more sustainable level. 

In the three months from 
December to February the 


volume of sales was 2\ per cent 
above that in the previous three 
months. 

The low point for retail sales 
was touched in the summer and 
autumn of last year when they 
were as much as 5 per cent 
beneath rheir peak levels of 
end-1974. 

Most economic forecasts are 
that consumer spending in 
1976 will be unchanged or 
slightly lower than in 1975. In 
its last forecast the London 
Business School, one of the most 
respected of the forecasting 
units, predicted that consurap- 1975 01 
lion will be 0.2 per cent down 
this year. 

Although retail sales consti¬ 
tute only half of consumer 
spending they are regarded as a 
fairly reliable advance indica¬ 
tor of the larger total. 

February's figures would .he 
ronghly consistent with the 
economic ‘ Forecast?, :bgcanser 
they showed retail sales to be 
about j per cent beneath their 
average 1975 level. 

However, the outlook might 
be changed by a strongly re- 
flationary Budget. Ac the 
moment this seems unlikely and 
a sharp rise . in consumption 
seems possible only if the sav¬ 
ings ratio falls significantly 
from its present high level.

Strike hits Leyland’s new cars

A strike by 700 engineers has 
stopped all work on Leyland 
Cars’ new model programme 
already delayed by the com¬ 
pany’s'three-month Standstill on 
capital investment. 

The dispute poses an immedi¬ 
ate threat to a still secret execu¬ 
tive saloon—code named ST1 
—which should go into volume 
production at a new £70m fac¬ 
tory at Solihull. Warwickshire, 
hv midsummer. 

Another casualty is the next 
generation Mini. With Ford’s 
Fiesta—die first Mini contender 
from an American manufac¬ 
turer, appearing in the autumn 
and new VW and Renault small 
cars already eating into the 
aging Mini's markets. Leyland 
has t been making efforts to 
speed up its successor. 

The engineers’ walkout fol¬ 


lows several weeks of restrictive 
working and results from 
attempts to integrate the in¬ 
dependent engineering and 
development departments which 
operated at Longbridge, 
Coventry and Solihull before 
the Ryder reorganization. 

Engineers ar each of these 
centres—formerly Austin Mor¬ 
ris. Triumph and Rover—have 
refused to work on components 
interchanged between their 
departments. They object to the 
different pay structures which 
apply to them. 

It has meant, for example, 
that gearboxes produced at 
Triumph could not be mated 
with engines from Austin 
Morris. 

The company issued an ulti¬ 
matum to withdraw the restric¬ 
tions by last Thursday. On Fri¬ 
day three engineers at Triumph 


refused to handle transferred 
components and were sent 
home. The remainder walked 
out in protest. 

• Last December the three 
departments were merged into 
one engineering and product 
planning division under Mr 
Spencer King, the former 
Rover • Triumph engineering 
chief. In practice, however, 
only nominal rationalization has 
been possible because of the 
attitudes of the three groups. 

The Ryder report emphasized 
the urgency of integration in 
this sector.

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Citicorp defends foreign lending

In a quite unprecedented 
move - Citicorp, the parent 
company of New Yorks Citi¬ 
bank. devotes a large part of 
its new annual report to out¬ 
lining the _ systems h uses to 
supervise its foreign business. 

The_ multitude of statistics 
that Citicorp has published may 
well serve their intended pur¬ 
pose of ending speculation that 
this giant bank could face 
serious difficulties as a result 
of its vast volume of outstand¬ 
ing overseas loans. 

Citicorp, which recently 
reported an 11 per cent in¬ 
crease in 1975 earnings to 
S348ra (about 1173m), despite 
S299m of loan losses, noted that 
fully 70 per cent of its earn¬ 
ings are on foreign business. 

Average overseas loans last 
year rose by 34 per cent to 
SIS,700m with foreign net 
interest revenue rising by 60 
per cent to S927^m. 

Citicorp’s international busi¬ 
ness is larger than that of any 
other single banking institution 
in the world yet, despite a host 
of newspaper reports suggest¬ 


ing that the bank's exposure to 
developing countries that Face 
economic problems is great, the 
facts show a ‘diff ere nr picture. 

The report notes that of Citi¬ 
corp’s exposure in developing 
countries “96 per cent is con¬ 
centrated in oil exporters and 
higher- and middle-income coun¬ 
tries. Loans to the 30 countries 
in the lower-incoroe category 
account for only 1 per cent of 
Citicorp's worldwide portfolio-" 
of S35.460m. 

■ Further, Citicorp points out 
that it has a series of special 
** systematic processes ” in place 
to monrior constantly foreign 
loans at both, local and head- 
office levels, and that the bank 
has never in its history experi¬ 
enced a loss where a loan has 
been guaranteed by a central 
bank. 

The bank also has special 
country-risk evaluation proces¬ 
ses, including means of reduc¬ 
ing or even suspending country 
loan ceilings and loan maturity 
ceilings. 

In addition, Citicorp reveals 
that it has a policy of ensuring 
diversity in its loan operations. 
Loans -to any single industrial 
sector in the United States do 


not account for more than 5 per 
cent of the bank’s total loans, 
and loans in any other single 
country do not exceed 7 per 
cent of total loans. 

Citicorp adds that experience 
has shown that losses on foreign 
commercial loans have tended 
to. be lower than on United 
States commercial loans, and 
that the bank’s exposure is also 
reduced abroad to some extent 
by the fact that locar currency 
lending accounts For fully 71 
per cent of its total loans. 

The growth In the bank's 
foreign business ha; been rapid, 
and this has led to speculation 
about the wisdom of vast 
.foreign exposure that make 
today’s explanations so im¬ 
portant. The report shows that, 
while United States operating 
earnings last year were exactly 
rhe same as in 1973 at S102m, 
the rise in foreign earnings in 
the two years has been spec¬ 
tacular. 

Earnings, for example, in 
the Canadian and Caribbean 
area rose, from S27m in 1973 
to $44m in 197?; earnings in 
Europe rose to * S58m from. 
S38m (despite a loss at Grind- 
lays Bank in 1975 of S26m).

Earlier, Mr Edward 
Bishop, Minister of State at the 
Ministry of Agriculture, told 
delegates: Several of the mea¬

Unrepentant Keynesians need 
more than exhortation 


From Mr C. J. M. Bardie 
Sir, Peter. Jay, in his triumphant 
article “The long, withdrawing 
roar of the Keynesian era” 
asserts that “ employment, like 
the sales of anything else, de¬ 
pends on price . . But sales 
of labour, just like anything 
else, will depend also on the 
price of substitutes. If there 
are, in practice, no substitutes 
(as may be the case with labour) 
a higher' price will have little 
or no effect on sales. What is 
more, the demand for any 
goods, not just labour, is deter¬ 
mined by many other factors 
than price—eg. the level of 
income; And so on. 

No doubt Peter Jay knows, all 


this—it is, after all, set out 
clearly in most elementary text¬ 
books. No doubt also it is taken 
into account somehow in his 
argument—in terms perhaps of 
the income effect of wage in¬ 
creases, or of the international 
market for labour. But can we 
be allowed some glimpse behind 
the scenes of tbe analysis Justi¬ 
fying his conclusions ? Many 
hitherto unrepentant Keynesians 
would love to be saved; but 
they need more titan exhorta¬ 
tion to. have faith in. the rival 
doctrine..

France has kept up its tradition 
of running a higher inflation 
rate than most of. its m ai n 
competitors. 

Under the normal rules of 
floating rates, that should have 
meant a slow but steady fall in 
the value of the French franc.

However, far from seeking to

The public explanation, given 
by the government, is that a 
strong franc is essential to the

just as leaving the snake was 
a major defeat for France, so 
rejoining it clearly came to be 
perceived as a major triumph, 
xhus, against the majority o£ 
economic advice, the franc was 
put back into the snake with a 
high parity in July last years as 
part of a French initiative 
designed to give new impetus 
to file EEC. 

It was this decision in itself, 
rather than the movement of 
the snake as a -whole since 
then, which seems to have been 
the big miscalculation.

The German government 
pledged that the dollar would 
not be allowed to fail sharply 
against the snake currencies, 
and a strong revival of the 
American currency in the 
weeks before France rejoined 
its partners seems to have 
played a key role in persuading 
the French that the risk was 
worth taking. Also, France 
succeeded in keeping out al¬ 
together from the snake the 
strongest currency in Europe 
the Swiss Franc, in spite of 
repeated attempts by Switzer¬ 
land to join in.

What the French do sot seem 
to have expected was die 
extent to which their competi¬ 
tiveness would be eroded by a 
string of devaluations, by the 
countries whose inflation rates 
tend to be faster than theirs. 
Spain, the United .Kingdom, 
Italy and 3 whole series of 
Mediterranean countries have 

lowered the value of their 
currencies. 

The effect of this, as the 
West German Federal Batik 
showed last week, has been 
dramatic. Between July and 
September last year, the over¬ 
all average of export prices 
for the United Kingdom was 
47 per cent np on the average 
for 1972, for Germany (which 
had low inflation and a 
revaluation) it was 49 per 
cent, for Italy 51 per cent and 
for France it was 56 per cent. 

Faced with figures like these, 
and with the fact that the cen¬ 
tral banks spent something like 
51,700m on currency support 
operations, it is hard to see 
much justification for the 
accusations by French employ¬ 
ers that they have been 
betrayed by a lack of solidarity 
by France’s EEC partners. Such 
a position is hard to reconcile 
with their own known desire 
for a realignment. 

Now that that realignment 
has came, the French will be 
better placed to provide tough 
opposition .in export markets. 
But their action is likely to 
have only limi ted repercus¬ 
sions for the United Kingdom, 
which has, as the National 
Institute for Economic and 
Social Research pointed but 
recently, sharply improved its 
competitiveness in price terms 
in roe past few years. 

The French have undone 
some of the damage which they 
gratuitously inflicted on their 
exporting industries by. over¬ 
valuing the franc, but it still 
seems likely that there will be 
a certain hesitation about 
pushing the rate down after 
spending so long claiming there 
was no reason for it to fall The 
longer they hesitate, the better 
that would suit France’s rivals 
in the battle for world trade. 


What price restraint? 


Many and varied are the 
scenarios for a revised system 
of price restraint to con tin ne 
after July 31 when the Price 
Code statutorily ends. Both the 
Confederation of British In¬ 
dustry and the TUC seem now 
at any rate to have displayed 
sufficient flexibility for a prac¬ 
tical bargain to be struck. 

The CBI have nevertheless 
made it clear that they believe 
that the present code, adminis¬ 
tered with legalistic nicety by 
the Price Commission, is stitch¬ 
ing a shroud for much indus¬ 
trial investment. Indeed, they 
would gladly be rid of it 
entirely. 

So the Government, while it 
needs some formal price re¬ 
straint system to help it cany 
through a Phase Two pay deal 
with the trade unions, is 
unlikely simply to extend the 
present code another year, 
even though it has that option. 

Since the Counter Inflation 
Act of 1973 set up the Price 
Commission government bas 
woven such a patchwork qnilt 
of price restraint legislation 
that unpicking and restitching 
it could be a big operation. Of 
all the possibilities a tinkering 
with the present code, es¬ 
pecially to reduce disincentives 
to efficiency and investment, 
will undoubtedly have pro¬ 
ponents. It is hard not sus¬ 
pect that wfaar could eventual¬ 
ly emerge from all the consul¬ 
tations and negotiations would 
be a still recognir&ble Price 
Code with modifications, which 
could, of course, be wide 
ranging. 

But there are broader 
options, notably the virtual 
resurrection in a new guise of 
Labour’s 1966 combined Prices 


and Incomes Board which the 
Tories subsequently broke up 
on forming the Price Commis¬ 
sion. There have apparently 
been some sidelong glances in 
Whitehall at a one-time Labour 
government plan to create a 
Commission on Industry and 
Manpower. 

A Bill published in 1970 
would have merged the old 
Prices and Incomes Board with 
the Monopolies Commission 
, and also taken on manpower 
planning. The existence now of 
the Manpower Commission and 
the Office of Fair Trading puts 
a straight revival of that pack¬ 
age out of court. _ 

Wbar is proving of some 
appeal, however, is the idea of 
setting up an agency that 
could look at boardroom and 
shopfloor practices together, 
while aiming overall at stim¬ 
ulating change in industry. 
Such a format would not 
necessarily mean the end of 
the Price Code, although the 
Price Commission as a separate 
entity would go. A code, if 
kept, would obviously operate 
far more flexibly. _ ______ ___ 

But how far would "the trade 
unions be prepared to go back 
to some more direct form of 
surveillance of pay deals ? 
There could, too, be a political 
question of how far Mrs Wil¬ 
liams, the Secretary of State 
for Prices and Consumer Pro¬ 
tection, would lose, or be pre¬ 
pared to lose, some influence 
over pricing policies.
